In the lounge 
was-the old die-hard I[solationist 
ex-Sensztor Burton Wheeler, 
fiercest political foe of President 
Roosevelt. 


During the 200-mile journey 
from Washington to New York 
the three men didn’t meet.

Senstor McCarthy pored over @ 
speech vividly marked with red 
ink, and  ex-Senator Wheeler 
just stared into space.

Only two out of 100 women 
in the positive group gave up 
attempts to breast fecd during 
their stay in the hospital, while 
one-sixth of the doubtful group 
and one-third of the megative 
group gave up. 


EMOTIONAL FACTORS 


It was also noted that there 
were differences in the amounts 
of milk produced. For example, 
the positive mothers had an 
average of four ounces of milk 
per feeding, the doubtful less 
than three ounces, and the nega- 
tive only about two ounces,

The Olympic 
flame will be lit, and the XVth Olympiad will open. 

It is surely significant, too, that for the two weeks of these Games there will 


be one sphere in this troubled world in which there will be no Iron Curtain. 


Russia 


and the countries close to her are taking their place among the sixty-odd nations 
competing under the friendly banner of sport. 


This, surely, makes the Olympiad of even more profound importance. 


It is 


not just a World Championship of Sport; it is also a gathering of the cream of the 


youth of the world. 


Every fourth year they assem- 
ble for the Games, and live 
togethe: in an Olympic village. 
They learn to become friends in 
the midst of ficree competition, 
and it should not be forgotten 
that they are atl he:oes of sport 
to the people of their own lands. 
News of what they have seen 
and heard 1s eagerly sought on 
their returs heme. 


lam convinced that an Olym- 
pic festival, with its thousands of 
competitors and spectators from 
all corners of the globe, spreads 
good will out of all proportion 
to the numbers actually sent. 
Interest im sport is world-wide. 
It provides a common ground 
for men of all nations, and these 
spomling contests between coun- 
tries help to orcate that basic 
understanding and good will 
which are essential foundations 
to a smoothing-out of difficultes. 
If I may give one example: My 
wife and I were in Argentina 
on business at the height of the 
meat crisis, umd yet, because of 
the great fellowship of sport, we 
recarved a wonderful reception 
and were made the guests of 
Angentina throughout our stay. 
We should never forget that 
Britain as the c:adle of amateur 
sport. The rest of the world 
looks to us to play our part in 
maintaining that high tradition, 
and this surely is yet another 
ieason for making a tremendous 
effort to ensure thal we are ade- 
quately represented in Helsinki. 
It may be that but few of the 


firsts will come our way, but at 
any rate we will put up a show 
worthy of our country. 
BRITAIN’S PROSPECTS 
What are Britain’s prospects? 
There will be 17 differem sports, 
and I receive encouraging in- 
formation from most of them. 
In my own sport, athletics, we 
undoubtedly have a strong ail- 
round team, and, I believe, a 
better one than we fielded for 
the 1948 Games at Wembley. 


If these athletes keép their 
form, then the outlook is pro- 
mising, in spite of the rising 
world standard. But let there be! 
no miyteke about it: we shall 
be opposed by superlative, well- 
coached athletes, and it will be 
a great achievement to reach a 
final, let alone win it. 

Britain's “possibles" for the 
running-track and field events 
have been listed, and every com- 
petitor will do his or her utmost 
to reach peak form at the right 
time. There can be no hard and 
fast rules about the training. A 
heavy man needs a lot more 
work than those of leaner bulld 
(as 1 was in my athletic days!). 

It is not essential for our team 
to doa lengthy final training 
together. Many train with their 
clubs, and get their high-class 
racing in the district and B:itish 
championships. Their life’s am- 
bition is to win an Olympic title, 
and the great majority can safe- 
ly be left to do the jod. 

Naturally, we are all hoping 
to see the Union Jack elt the top
